Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the 1 12 second paragraph 
rejection should be withdrawn since the ordinary person can tell if a revision has been made. The issue is not whether a person can tell, 
but what is the scope of a claim to such a revision, a question that Applicant leaves unanswered. Does a claim encompass any revision 
ever made to the Genbank accession number, including revisions made after the filing date of the application, after the issue date of any 
resultant patent or even changes made years later? What about situations, as discussed in the rejection, where the revisions are made 
prior to filing? When multiple revisions are available prior to filing, which revision is being claimed? Applicant does not resolve these 
issues and therefore the 112, second paragraph rejection is maintained. Applicant's argument that other applications include genbank 
accession numbers is irrelevant since every application is examined on its own merits. 

With regard to the prior art rejections, since the amendment was not entered, the arguments are moot.. 
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
